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u.s. eases off 
Russia sends observers 
to view cease-fire accord 
on troop alert 


WASHINGTON (UP1) — The United 
States partially eased its precautionary 
military alert today but kept the bulk 
of American armed forces at readiness 
pending clarification of Soviet inten­ 
tions in the Middle East. 
The nation’s nuclear forces were 
among those remaining on alert. De­ 
fense Secretary James R. Schlesinger 
announced that 36.000 of the 2.3 million 
servicemen on alert had been given 
stand-down orders — mainly in the 
American hemisphere. 
“We do not know at this stage whe­ 
ther the Soviets have reduced their 
alert,” Schlesinger told a news confer­ 
ence. “We are carefully watching their 
alert status and are adjusting dowmard 
as circumstances warrant.” 
He said of the Soviet situation: “ It is 
easier to determine when forces have 
been put on alert than to tell when that 
alert is relaxed.” 
It was intelligence information that 
the Soviet Union might be airlifting a 


force of paratroopers into the Middle 
East that prompted the U.S. alert. 
Prior to Schlesinger’s news confer­ 
ence. Soviet Leader Leonid I. Brezhnev 
said in Moscow the Soviet Union had 
sent “representatives” to the Middle 
East to observe implementation of the 
cease-fire between the Arabs and Is­ 
raelis. He expressed hope the United 
States would do the sarne. 
At the White House, it was an­ 
nounced that President Nixon would be 
“willing to entertain” a United Nations 
request that “a small number” of U.S. 
representatives be assigned to a team 
of observers. 
Schlesinger’s 
announcement 
of 
the 
start of easing the U.S. alert signalled 
that the crisis involving U.S. and So­ 
viet interests in the war-torn area was 
abating. 
“ We were very far away from a con­ 
frontation, a military confrontation,” 
Schlesinger said. “ We were taking the 
actions necessary to preclude a milita­ 
ry confrontation.” 


Signs of Soviet troop 
move led to U.S. alert 


WASHINGTON fUPI) - President 
Nixon waited until it appeared more 
than 1,000 Soviet paratroopers might 
already be flying to Egypt before or­ 
dering a worldwide alert of American 
m i l i t a r y forces Thursday, admin­ 
istration sources said today. 
It turned out that the dozen huge 
AN22 transport planes U. S. intelli­ 
gence believed might be carrying pa­ 
ratroopers probably were only lifting 
cargo, the sources said, but at the time 
the U.S. alert was ordered that was 
far from clear. 
Too many other intelligence signals 
from the Soviets indicated 
Russian 
troops were about to move into the 
Middle East, they said. 
Sources close to the action said the 
alerting of some 40,000 airborne troops 
in the Soviet Union, detected by highly 
classified means, also played a major 
role in Nixon’s decision to put U. S. 
forces in a state of readiness. 
U.S. sources said it appeared the So­ 
viet paratroopers were preparing to go 
to the Middle East, following up a 
Kremlin note Wednesday night to the 
President saying Russian units might 
be sent there to enforce the cease-fire 


even though the United States refused 
to do the same. 
“ When -you have expressed intent 
and you see things begin to happen, 
you put two and two together,” one 
American source said. “You may not 
quite get four, but you come close. 
That’s what we did.” 
“The United States had been watch­ 
ing a number of developments for the 
past few days,” another source said. 
“The President waited until the last 
possible minute before he acted. The 
timing was superb. 
“ He (the Soviet Union) stirred. We 
growled. He heard it and he backed 
down.” 
The sources said the purpose of Ni­ 
xon’s dramatic move was to give the 
Soviet Union enough reason for con­ 
cern about the possibilities of a con­ 
frontation between the superpowers to 
make Moscow back away long enough 
tor the United Nations Security' Council 
to act. 
The Security Council unanimously 
decided later Thursday —with the So­ 
viets going along —to set up a Mideast 
peacekeeping force excluding U. S. and 
Soviet troops. 


21 -hour bargaining session 
ends in Ford-U AW agreement 


D E T R O I T (UPI) -U nited Auto 
Workers and Ford Motor Co. reached 
agreement before dawn today on a new 
contract covering 185,000 workers and 
avoided a second industry crippling 
strike. 
UAW President Leonard Woodcock 
emerged from a 21-hour bargaining ses­ 
sion that began at 10 a.m. Thursday to 
announce the settlement with the na­ 
tion’s second largest automaker. 
He declined to give any terms of the 
contract,but said. “ 1 am satisfied.” 
Ken Bannon, the UAW vice president 
who headed the union bargaining team, 
said the contract came together “in 
pieces” with the final wrapup coming 
just before 7 a.m.— three hours before 
a •strike deadline. 
While neither Ford nor UAW officials 


would discuss details of the agreement, 
pending a meeting 
of the union’s 
200-member council by next Tuesday in 
Detroit, sources said the three-year 
agreement closely follows the economic 
pattern reached at Chrysler Corp. dur­ 
ing a nine-day strike in September. 
The UAW won a form of early retire­ 
ment for 
Ford’s 
9,000 
forge 
and 
foundry workers that will allow them 
to retire with fulJ pensions after 25 
years rather than the 30 years required 
of other workers. 
Ihe union also got overtime provi­ 
sions similar to the voluntary overtime 
system worked out at Chrysler. This 
basically allows a worker to refuse 
overtime beyond nine hours a day and 
enables him to refuse to work more 
than two consecutive Sutdfrdays. 


U.S. trade balance punches 
way from red into surplus 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e U. S. 
trade balance, which has been in the 
red since early 1971, turned into a sur­ 
plus in September with the strongest 
one-month showing in more than eight 
years, the Commerce Department re­ 
ported today. 
The value of exports surpassed im­ 
ports last month by $873 million, more 
than wiping out a $720 million deficit 
accumulated in the first eight months 
of the year. 
The dramatic September improve­ 
ment was the result of a steady in­ 
crease in exports of American-made 
goods plus an unusual falloff in im­ 
ports, reflecting in part smaller orders 
for foreign automobiles. 
The nation's trade performance had 
sunk to an all-time low last summer 
but has been on the upsurge since as 
two devaluations of the dollar plus the 
realignment in exchange rates of other 


world trading powers made the price 
o f 
U.S. 
goods 
more 
competitive 
overseas and foreign-made goods more 
expensive here. 
American consumers have paid a 
price for this trade improvement in the 
form of increased inflation. 
Monthly trade figures often move er­ 
ratically, reflecting short term price 
swings and falls of big items such as 
aircraft. Still the strength of the Sejv 
tember surplus, the biggest since a 
$878 million surplus in March, 1965, in­ 
dicated that U. S. foreign trade is like­ 
ly to finish in the black for 1973. 
Exports last month totaled $6.45 bil­ 
lion, a 7 per cent improvement over 
August. Imports dropped to $5.58 bil­ 
lion, down 7 per cent from the previous 
month. 
For the first nine months of 1973, 
which includes six monthly trade defi­ 
cits and three surpluses, the trade ba­ 
lance is $153 million in the black.

Farm chief 
under probe 
in wine deal 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Agriculture 
Secretary Earl L. Butz is under inves­ 
tigation of allegations that 
he 
at­ 
tempted for political reasons to impede 
a Federal Trade Commission inquiry 
into acquisition of a California wine co­ 
operative by Heublein Inc., the Wash­ 
ington Star-News said today. 
The newspaper said the m atter was 
reported to recently ousted Special Wa­ 
tergate Prosecutor Archibald Cox who 
turned it over to a task force within 
his office for further inquiry. 
Butz was not immediately available 
for comment. A spokesman in Wash­ 
ington said he was in San Francisco 
for a speech to the Commonwealth 
Club later today. 
“The investigation is continuing, ac­ 
cording to ... sources, despite Cox’s fir­ 
ing last week,” the Star-News said. 
It said the incident occurred in the 
spnng of 1972 during a conversation 
between Butz and Miles Kirkpatrick, 
then FTC chairman. 
At issue was the 1969 acquisition by 
Heublein, one of the nation’s largest 
distributors of alcoholic beverages, of 
United Vintners Inc., a California wine 
growers cooperative. 
The FTC’s Bureau of Competition 
had recommended that the acquisition 
should be challenged as an illegal res­ 
traint of trade. 
According to the Star-News, Butz vis­ 
ited Kirkpatrick before the five-mem­ 
ber commission met to vote on the rec­ 
ommendation. 
The story citing “various sources,” 
said: “ Butz at first argued against the 
proposed challenge by suggesting that 
it might be detrimental to the wine 
growers involved, according to those 
accounts. 


Nixon will hold 
TV parley today 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Nixon wound up a hectic week of crisis 
today by arranging to hold a televised 
evening news conference at which he is 
expected to disclose his position on fu­ 
ture conduct of Watergate investiga­ 
tions. 
It was learned that the news confer- 
ence would be held at 4 p.m. EDT in 
the White House East Room. 
There were strong indications that 
Nixon might be prepared to announce 
that he was willing to acquiesce to de­ 
mands by congressional leaders of both 
parties that he name a new Watergate 
special prosecutor to succeed Archi­ 
bald Cox, whom he fired last Saturday.

GOP's Lewis to seek state Senate 
post; Ayala support angers Quimby

l ewis, whose 73rd District includes 
most of eastern San Bernardino Coun­ 
ty, disclosed his plans at a press con- 
terence m Ontario to seek the position 
vacated by William Coombs last Fri­ 
day. Cocmbs resigned to accept a high- 
level post with the U.S. Treasury De­ 
partment. 
“One of the greatest challenges we 
face is rebuilding the public’s con­ 
fidence 
in 
their 
elected 
officials,” 
Lewis said. *'If this election focu^s-on 
the issues and problems before us, our 
residents will have an unusual oppoi- 
tunity to test their public official ” 


Gov. Ronald Reagan has set Dec. 18 
as the date for the special election. If 
no candidate wins by a majority at that 
time, a runoff election will be held 
Jan. 15. 
Meanwhile, Quimby, who represents 
the 72nd Assembly District, Thursday 
blasted Slate Sen. George Zenovich, 
D-16th Dist., for saying that the state 
Democratic party would support the 
candidacy of San Bernardino County 
Supervisor Ruben Ayala of Chino. 
Based 
on 
recent 
surveys, 
Ayala 
would be the strongest candidate in 
both the 20th District and within the 
boundaries of the proposed 32nd Dis­ 
trict, according to Zenovich 
(In a telephone interview last Satur­ 
day, Ayala told the Progress-Bulletin 
that he had been contacted by Zenov­ 
ich and other Democrats, and they 
would support his candidacy.)

“There's no way to stop it." said Al­ 
bert. “ Either this thing is cleared up 
to the satisfaction of the American 
people ... or it goes on forever.” 
In a rare television interview on the 
NBC-TV 
Today 
Show. 
Albert 
was 
¿^ked about the inquiry being underta­ 


ken by the House, where, impeachment 
actions must originate. 
“I think the air should be cleared,” 
he said, “ f hope it’s cleared promptly 
and I hope the nation can again unite 
behind the President and dispose of a 
matter that has divided the nation as 
nothing in our time ... 
“ I’m sure that every allegation that 
could be a ground for inquiry will be 
pursued.” 
The inquiry into whether grounds ex­ 


ist for the start of impeachment pro­ 
ceedings was agreed on by Albert and 
other House leaders Monday —a move 
that had the effect of heading off im­ 
mediate consideration of a number of 
impeachment resolutions introduced by 
House members. 
The President’s decision to turn over 
secret tape recordings of his Watergate 
conversations Monday apparently took 
some steam out of impeachment de­ 
mands but the more severe critics of 


Nixon persisted in calls for impeach­ 
ment action. 
Nixon’s nominee for vice president, 
House Republican Leader Gerald R. 
Ford of Michigan, said he agreed with 
Albert that the Judiciary Committee 
preliminary inquiry “ should be carried 
on.” 
Albert said: “ This is something 1 re­ 
cognize is a very traumatic experience 
and 1 tried to avoid it...but 1 think the 
Presidency, and the nation, and the 


P r e s i d e n t himself and everybody, 
needs to see this thing through ... 
“ I don’t think the Committee on the 
Judiciary is trying to find grounds for 
impeachment but is trying to find out 
what happened.

Perhaps some of the issues will be 
overlapping, but I hope the nomination 
ot the vice president will be disposed 
of fir st... I personally have the utmost 
faith in Jerry Ford ... I sincerely hope 
Jerry Ford will be confirmed.”

Actress Sue Lyon to wed 
murder-robbery convict 


CANON CITY. Colo. (UPI) - Ac­ 
tress Sue 
Lyon will 
marry convict 
Gary “Cotton” Adamson, serving sen- 
f e n c e s 
i n 
the 
Colorado 
State 
Penitentiary for second degree murder 
and robbery, next month in the prison 
chapel. Miss Lyon said her future hus­ 
band “is the only man I completely 
respect or trust in this world.” 
Adamson is 33. Miss Lyon. who be­ 
came an instant star at the age of 14 
by playing the title role of the teen-age 
temptress in the motion picture “Lo- 
Hta.” is 27. 
Adamson is serving concurrent 20 to 
40 year sentences for second degree 
murder and aggravated robbery. He 
also faces an 18 year federal sentence 
for bank robbery. 
He has served 15 years in prison, is 
a well-respected prisoner and was elec­ 
ted to the inmate’s council. Miss Lyon 
said she has known him for two or 
three years 
“ When w e’re married I’ll be able to 
see him eight times a month,” said 
Miss Lyon, who has a 
one-year-old 
daughter, Nona, trom a previous mar­ 
riage. “Cotton is the only man I corn 
pletely respect or trust in this world 
Orherwise I w'Ouldn’t be marrying him." 
She met him in California after he 
neaped from the C olorado institution 
and ‘as being held in the Los Angeles 


County jail. 
“ We spent the 
first 
year 
of our 
tnendship 
looking 
at

other 
through glass and talking through a 
telephone.” 
she 
said. 
“We 
corres­ 
ponded. Then I guess we fell in love. I 
don’t understand what it is. Cotton and 
I are just something quite different.” 
The couple, w'hich has never spent a 
minute alone, hoped to marry' in a Ca­ 
non City church. But prison officials 
vetoed the idea for security reasons. 
“ 1 don’t understand that,” Miss Lyon 
said, “They let the inmates out to atn nd 
funerals.” 
She said even if the outside wedding 
had been approved. 
Adamson would 
have had to attend wearing leg irons 
and handcuffs. 
“We’d rather be married in the pri­ 
son laundry than that,” she said. 
A d a m s o n ’ s murder conviction 
stemmed from a car crash during a 
high speed chase in which a Littleton. 
Colo., man was killed. 
Miss Lyon said she will ask for con­ 
jugal visits at the prison, which some 
states allow in their penal institutions. 
“ Prisoners must be allowed conjugal 
visit«,” she said. “God said to pro­ 
create. 
I he prison system is going 
against the Bible. The lack of such vis­ 
its almost automatically turns inmates 
into homosexuals.”

A stunned jury sat quietly Thursday 
while the words of Edmund E. Kemper 
III rolled off a tape recording played 
at his murder trial for the slayings of 
eight women. 
Kemper. 24. said he thought it would 
be better to kill his mother rather than 
have her “carry' the load” of his mur­ 
der rampage. 
He said he felt he was “ going to get 
caught pretty soon’’ and pondered how 
his mother would take it. 


The playing of the tape, made after 
Kemper surrendered to police in Colo­ 
rado. was interrupted when the defen­ 
dant complained that a spectator had 
made a gesture he didn’t like. The 
judge recessed court for half an hour 
and then the tapes resumed. 


T he tapes lasted four hours and gave 
gory accounts of the killings of six 
coeds, Kemper’s mother and her best 
friend. 
The tapes quoted Kemper’s feelings 
about the killings such as the following 
statements: 
—“ 1 feel personally 1 wras quite insane 


at the time I 
was committing the 
crim es. 


—“ Actually, when I’m beginning to 
get myself involved in a crime it was 
(sic) a big thrill. It was a very strong, 
sensual, sexual excitem ent.” 


He was quoted as saying the first 
time he decapitated a victim, a San 
Francisco State College coed, "there 
was actually a sexual thrill ... it was 
kind of an exalted, triumphant type 
thing like taking the head oi a deer or 
an elk would be to a hunter. 1 was a 
hunter and they were my victim s.” 


The tapes said he stood looking at 
another victim he raped and stuffed 
into the trunk of his car and ” ... as 1 
w as standing 
there 
looking. 
I 
was 
doing one of those triumphant things 
too. admiring my work and admiring 
her beauty, and 1 might say, admiring 
my catch, like a fisherman.” 


Investigator- said the 6-9. 280-pound 
suspect was arrested in April in Pueblo. 
Colo., while talking to Santa Cruz po­ 
lice about the murders from a phone 
booth. He allegedly talked about fanta­ 
sizing on the acts of violence before 
actually going on a killing spree. 
Prosecutors said Kemper explained 
that he wanted to kill the rape victims 
because he saw hundreds of rapists 
going through Atascadero State Hospi­ 
tal while he was a mental patient 


there. It was then, prosecutors quote 
Kemper, that he decided to have a “si- 
tuatior of rape and of murder and no 
witnesses and no prosecution.’ 
The tapes said he chose a "better 
class of people than the dirty, smelly 
hippv-type girls.” 
“ My little social statement was I 
was trying to hurt society where it 
hurts the worst and that was by taking 
it- valuable members ... future mem­ 
bers of the working class .. the upper 
class.” 
Near the conclusion of the tape, 
Kemper was quoted as saying, “ I cer­ 
tainly wouldn’t trust me in society 
again.”

Counties7 evaluation 
increases $4 billion 


SACRAMENTO ( U P I) - 
The n e t assessed valuation 
oi California’s 58 counties has 
increased only $4 billion for a 
total of $59.1 billion this year 
over 
last, 
state 
Controller 
Houston 
I. 
Flournoy 
said 
Thursday. 
In his annual resort of as­ 
sessed 
valuation 
and 
tax 
rates, 
the 
official 
credited 
newly beefed up property tax 
exemptions with playing 
a 
“major role” in retarding the 
growth of assessed values and 
basic tax rates. 
Flornoy said 1973-74 gross 
assessed valuation of counties 
totaled $69.1 billion, an in­ 
crease of 6.6 per cent from 
last year. At the same time, 
however, 
exemptions 
from 
property taxation totaled $9.4 
billion, an increase ot 80 per 
cent. 
“This resulted in a 1973-74 
net 
assessed 
valuation 
of 
slightly over $59.1 billion,” he 
said, “an increase ot only $4 
billion or about .006 of one 
per 
cent 
from 
the 
prior 
year.” 
The report 
dealt 
strictly 
with the valuations and tax 
rates used by counties for 
functions tully 
or 
partially 
s u p p o r t e d by county wide 
p r o p e r t y taxes. E xcluded 
were the property tax rates of 
schools and other local dis­ 
tricts. 
Flournoy noted that a re­ 
duced county tax rate or a lo­ 
wer net assessed valuation 


therefore ‘‘does 
not 
neces­ 
sarily mean a property tax 
bill reduction for the resi­ 
dents of any county, but there 
will be savings to many tax­ 
payers.” 
Under the state’s new prop­ 
erty tax relief and school aid 
program, the beefed up home­ 
owner’s exemption from prop­ 
erty tavation was increased 
from $750 to $1,750. This ac­ 
counted for nearly $3.7 billion 
of the growth in exemptions. 
The increased business in- 
\entoMy exemption 
for far­ 
mers and businessmen from 
30 to 45 per cent accounted 
tor another $796 million of the 
exemption growth. 
For the 
loss revenue to 
counties caused by the in­ 
creased exemptions, the state 
makes 
an 
offsetting 
reim­ 
bursement. Flournoy said this 
makes “ it possible for most 
counties to reduce tax rates 
for those services supported 
by c o u n t y w i d e property 
taxes.” 
He also noted, as previously 
reported, that 45 counties re­ 
ported lower tax rates for the 
current year, eight did not 
change 
and 
only 
five 
in­ 
creased taxes.

Sounds terribly impressive, but I’m not sure what it means. 
(And me in communications, oy vey!) 
If Time’s computer had guessed wrong, Davidson asked us 
to list our field of gainful employment—manufacturing, trans­ 
portation, insurance, banking, data processing and so on. in 
the next column 1 was asked to check off. in a little red box, 
my tiltle, position or rank, and the selections were owner, par­ 
tner, director, company president, treasurer, department head 
and like that. Nowhere did I see a little red box labeled bum, 
goof-off, nogoodnik. Obviously Time doesn’t want deadbeats on 
its long-time subscribers list.

Protein supplements 


can be wasted money 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 


DEAR DR. LAMB - What 
diet for a day would you con­ 
sider as adequate to provide 
70 grams of protein. They say 
people 
who drink 
alcohol 
daily should get more than 70 
or 75 grams. 
There are about rune or 10 
essential amino acids, the re­ 
maining 12 or so are nones­ 
sential. But these non-essen­ 
tial ones are manufactured by 
the liver. Are they not as im­ 
portant to the body as the es­ 
sential ones? If the liver were 
damaged and did not make 
n o n-essential 
amino 
acids 
then we would have to take 
them in orally, wouldn’t we? 
DEAR READER - As a 
guide, about 11 ounces of lean 
round steak with no visible 
external fat, raw, contains 
about 70 grams of protein. 
Obviously fat beef contains a 
little less per ounce. As a ball 
park figure you can consider 
t h a t three-Jourths to one 
pound of beef contains the 
needed protein for one day. It 
is complete protein containing 
all the essential amino acids. 
For ready-to-cook chicken, 
a pound, including the skin 
and bones, has 
about 
60 
grams of protein. A pound ol 
most fillets of fish contains 70 
or 80 grams of complete pro­ 
tein. A pint otf whole milk 
contains about 16 grams ot 
complete protein and a pint of 
fortified skim milk, about 20 
grams. 
Turkey, 
ready 
to 
cook, has about 60 to 70 
grams of protein in a pound 
weight, including the bones. A 
pound of creamed cottage 
cheese has about 60 grams, 
and a pound of uncreamed 
c o t t a g e cheese, about 70 
grams of protein. 
Any of these foods are ex­ 
cellent sources of protein. Ce­ 
reals are also useful, but they 
contain far less protein per 
unit of weight than most of 
the foods listed above. 
It is true that you need all 
ot the essential amino acids 
in sufficient amounts in your 
diet, but their total amount is 
tar less than the total 70 
g r a m s of protein recom­ 
mended for the diet. The oth­ 
er amiruo adds are usually in­ 
cluded in the proteins found in 
complete protein 
foods as 
those mentioned here. 
The liver ia critical In the 
metabolism of proteins, and 
usually anyone who has liver 
disease is placed on a high 
protein diet unless there are 
complication factors 89 can 
occur 
in 
a 
critically 
ill 
patient. The main function of 
the liver, though, is to tear 
down the amino acids into 
even smaller chemical units. 
The amino chemical complex 


attached to the carbon chain 
that makes it an amino acid 
can then be used to build new 
amino acids. A great deal of 
protein synthesis actually oc­ 
curs in the other body cells 
from the available 
amino 
acids. As long as they are 
functioning 
normally 
and 
there is an adequate supply of 
amino acids available, protein 
formation for the body will 
proceed normally. 
I think there is a general 
unawareness that the body is 
able to convert proteins or 
amino acids that it does not 
need into carbohydrates and 
fats. Proteins, carbohydrates 
and fats are all similar in 
c h e m i c a l structure, being 
long chains of carbon atoms. 
If you eat more protein than 
your body needs for building 
and replacement purposes, it 
can be used for energy as su­ 
gar or converted to fat stores* 
People who drink alcohol 
need the same amount of pro­ 
tein as anybody else. If they 
persist and damage their li­ 
ver, then they may need to 
eat more.

Prop. 1 debate heats 
up: lawsuit planned; 
backers, foes clash

The campaign manager for 
Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan's 
tax 
limitation initiative Thursday 
said he will file a lawsuit to 
force opponents to halt what 
he called their “false and 
misleading” radio commer­ 
cials. 
“The public is tired of the 
snake-oil approach of political 
adxertising campaigns 
that 
amount to nothing more than 
e m o t i o n a l appeals,” said 
Mike Deaver, head of Califor­ 
nians for Lower Taxes. 
Deaver 
objected 
to 
the 
radio advertisements’ claim 
that Prop. 1 would not “cut 
taxes one cent.” He said this 
contention 
was 
false 
and 
pointed to the measure’s 7 
per cent reduction in the state 
income tax. 
He said the suit would be 
filed Friday either in Los 
Angeles or Sacramento and 
w o u l d name 
Californians 
Against Prop. 1, the Whita- 
kerBaxter campaign firm and 
others contributing to the an- 
tiProp. 1 campaign. 
It will ask that the ads be 
discontinued until they can be 
modified to remove the alle­ 
gedly misleading statements. 
Jn political campaigns, such 
suits often are filed but never 
executed. 
In Areata, meantime, As­ 
sembly 
Speaker 
Bob 
Mo- 
retti told a group of business­ 
men that the initiative might 
result in as much as $800 mil­ 
lion in projected state spend­ 
ing cuts that would not be 
necessary 
if 
the 
measure 
fails. 
P r e v i o u s l y , Legislative 
Analyst A. Alan Post had pre­ 
dicted the projected reduction 
at $620 million. But Moretti 
said ‘‘negative economic con­ 
ditions” may force an even 


larger reduction. 
The 
initiative ties reduc­ 
tions in what the state may 
spend to total personal in­ 
come in 
California. Moretti 
noted that some leading eco­ 
nomists 
have 
predicted 
a 
slowdown 
in 
the 
economy 
next year, which would re­ 
duce personal income —and 
state exnenditures under Rea­ 
gan’s plan. 
In Sacramento. Sen. Alfred 
E. Alquist, a Democrat, said 
he would launch a 
“draft 
Reagan for governor in 1974” 
campaign to make sure Rea­ 
gan is “around to face the 
music” if the measure is pro­ 
ven to be a hoax. 
State Controller Houston 1. 
Flournoy defended the tax 
limitation plan as a “worthw- 
h i 1 e experiment” 
in 
con­ 
trolling government expendi­ 
tures. 
“I do not foresee the dis­ 
asters forecast by the oppo­ 
nents,” he said in a speech at 
Redding before the 79th an­ 
nual meeting of the County 
Supervisors 
Association 
of 
California. 
In Sacramento, the presi­ 
dent of the California Teach­ 
ers Association charged Rea­ 
gan with using coverup tac- 
ics similar to those used in 
the Watergate scandal. 
CTA President Bryan W. 
Stevens said Reagan was us­ 
ing legal maneuvering to de­ 
lay until after he Nov. 6 elec­ 
tion a lawsuit charging that 
state funds were used ille­ 
gally to promote the initiat­ 
ive. 
“This is the same tactic the 
Watergate conspirators used 
to keep their caper from pub­ 
lic scrutiny until after last 
year’s national election and it 
is being pulled here in Cali­ 
fornia for the same evil pur­ 
pose,” he said.

His remedy calls for follow­ 
ing a basic diet of vegetables 
(especially 
raw), 
protein 
(such as fish) and starches 
(he prefers rice). 
For 
himself, 
the 
doctor 
mixes the basic foods into one 
blend and eats the same meal

“The next time she came in 
she was walking without a 
cane,” the doctor said. “ I just 
lighten the load on them and 
take the poisons out of their 
s y s t e m .

Dong’s theory that the na­ 
tion’s 40 million arthritis suf­ 
ferers can find relief through 
p r o p e r nutrition contrasts 
with a booklet issued by the 
arthritics Foundation. 
The booklet states: “There 
is no special diet for arthrit­ 
ics. No specific food has any­ 
thing to do with causing it. 
And no specific diet will cure 
it.” 
Dong said he hoped his 
book would give “a little elec­ 
troshock treatment that would 
change the obsolete concept 
of diet.” Most doctors, he 
said, have not been properly 
trained in nutrition, or in the 
concept of treating the whole 
body. 
“When a patient comes into 
by office I use every thera­ 
peutic means that progressive 
medicine has 
found,” 
said 
Dong. “ 1 use medication, I 
use acupuncture, I use ultra­ 
sound. I use anything that 
would help that 
particular 
patient. Diet is an adjunct to 
the therapeutic management.” 
The doctor, who plays golf 
nearly every morning, and 
who paints, collects art and 
sees about 30 patients daily, 
recommends

American Red Cross 
needs blood donors 


What do you think of Pomona? 
The city asks, people reply 


POMONA — Residents in increasing 
numbers are letting city hall know 
what they think of their city. 
Residents are making their views 
known by filling out and returning 
questionnaire form cards included with 
water bills being mailed out. Informa­ 
tion about the city also is enclosed. 
The card asks the recipient what one 
program he would like to see the city 
begin, whether he would like to receive 
additional information about Pomona 
with the water bill and what the 
recipient considers to be the biggest 
problem facing the city. 
Since the mailing of 22,000 cards 
started about three weeks ago, hun­ 
dreds of the cards have been returned 


to city hall. The cards are coming in 
at an average daily rate of 50 to 75, 
according to the community relations 
office. 
The response, said Joey Fuentez of 
that office, has been, 
“great, tre­ 
mendous. It’s really giving us a gut- 
level idea of people and their feelings, 
what their problems are, what they 
want, what their concerns are.” 
Residents are complaining about the 
city utility tax, about smog, stray 
dogs, abandoned houses, schools, the 
condition of the downtown mall, unem­ 
ployment, race relations and the lack 
of a rapid transit system. 
Some respondents say transportation, 
especially for senior citizens, is inade- 


quate, that some older residents have 
a hard time getting to clinics for im­ 
munizations. One resident complained 
about the condition of a trash can after 
pickup. Another said sex belongs in the 
home, not in the streets. 
Not all of the cards returned contain 
complaints. Some are compliments on 
the appearance of the Civic Center 
Plaza. City hall also has received 
thanks from citizens, especially newco­ 
mers, appreciative of the information 
and of city officials taking the time to 
find out the views of residents. 
Some citizens have suggestions to of­ 
fer, such as that a city official be 
fired.

Conservatives 
lose their hero

WASHINGTON — The anguished sense of betrayal by Re- 
publican conservatives toward Spiro T. Agaew. scarcely re- 
lieved by his televised valedictory, derives from the former 
Vice President’s remarkable success in deceiving them the 
last two months — typified by his Aug. IS visit to a political 
btlirots: on Maryland's Eastern Shore. 
Agnew tra-.-e-.ed that day to CenireviUe. Md., to boost Rob- 
ert Bauman, a young conservative state senator running for 1 
congressional vacancy. As Agnew passed through the crowd 
shaking hands after his speech, he seemed heartened by ex. 
pressions of confidence in his innocence. Arriving at his wait­ 
ing helicopter, the Vice President told Bauman how good it 
wi* to get free of the Washington malaise if only briefly and 
then, is his coo confident manner, said flatly he was being 
framed on charges of bribery and extortion. 
Bauman (elected to Congress three days later) believed Ag- 
r.ew and supported him, publicly and privately. But long be­ 
fore that bullroast Bauman had fastened on Agnew as his 
leader. A former national chairman of the Young Americans 
for Freedom, Bauman looked to Agnew as a steady beacon of 
conservatism in sharp preference to the ideo;Ogicai waverings 
of President Nixon. 
Bauman was not alone in either his acceptance of Agnew’s 
innocence or his preference for him over Mr. Nixon. Thus, the 
anguis.n of such conservative Repobücaa po.inaans today is 
rvofold: not only has their leader been revealed as a common 
crook., but the very conservative doctrine he has been preach- 
ir.z tor five vears is now tainted. Was he syntactic from the 
start? 
Naive faith in Agnew 
What adds to the burden for these politicians is that their 
conservative followers even now’ maintain a naive faith in the 
fallen Vice President. Many a conservative Congressman has 
studied with mounting horror the Justice Department’s 40-page 
recounting of Agnew’s veni’ity. only to go back to his district 
aid find constituents willing to believe Agnew was the victim 
of a liberal conspiracy. Agnew’s telecast further bolstered the 
renaming true believers

was forced out of office. Goidwateris office has been swamped I 
with mail defending Agnew and railing against the Nixon ad­ 
ministration.

WALNUT — Carlos Compean is a 
w andering m instrel troubador who de­ 
livers the delights of music daily to 
one of the W alnut district's five ele­ 
m entary schools. 


For seven years Compean has been a 
one-man road show, but this y ear he 
cut down on his travels. In an effort to 
build its music program the district 
has employed two music specialists to 
teach at W alnut High School and Su­ 
zanne Interm ediate School, thus giving 
Com pear more tim e to concentrate on 
the elem entary school level. 


He began his role in elem entary in­ 
strum ental education for tne district in 
1967, while also teaching Spanish at Su­ 
zanne. He has taught both elem entary 
music and band a t Suzanne for several 
years. At Suzanne he «et up a practice 
room as his office, replete w ith tri­ 
butes and photographs — but the arriv ­ 
al of a new instructor at the school has 
left him without an office of his own. 
Too busy 
Presently Compean v.orks out oi his 
car. or irom a brielcase either spread 
out on his knees or placed on a table 
at the district office. D istrict adm in­ 
istrators have prom ised to provide him 
with a m ore perm anent location at the 
central adm inistration offices. “ Right 
now I have no desk, no phone, no place 


to call hom e,” ne said. “ I have to take 
calls and do a lot of my paperw ork at 
my house. I can’t do that stuff during 
the day anyw ay — I’m too busy teach­ 
ing.” 
His duty is tc develop talents in you­ 
nger children — teach them the rudi­ 
m ents of m usic theory, how to handle 
an instrum ent, train their ‘ e a r’’ for 
m usic. Hopefully they "an then go on 
to participate in the instrum ental pro­ 
gram s at the interm ediate and high 
school levels. 
“ But even if a kid quits atter the 
sixth grade,” he says, ‘'he or she has 
learned som ething about music to en- 
jov all through life. It should be a good 
experience, which develops taste and 
discrim ination in m usic.” 
Compean also serves as a consultant 
to teachers who w ant to include music 
in the regular classroom curriculum . 
He teaches children in tiie m ulti-pur­ 
pose room at each school, draw ing 
them out of classes for about an hour’s 
worth of instruction He serves a total 
of 360 students. 
On M ondays he sta rts the day at V’e- 
ja r School, greeting kids at 8 a.m ., be- 
fore they beern norm al classes.

Gerald Ford: he won't 
go unrecognized now 


WASHINGTON 
(UP1) 
—A 
huge, 
black presidential limousine swung into 
the garage of New York’s Waldorf-As­ 
toria Hotel followed by a station wagon 
loaded with Secret Service agents and 
a large group of Washington newsmen. 
Upstairs, the cream of New York 
society and a prince of the. Roman 
Catholic church, 
Cardinal Terrence 
Cook, waited to receive their dis­ 
tinguished guest for the annual Al 
Smith fund-raising dinner last Thurs­ 
day. 
Only nine days earlier, that guest, 
Rep. Gerald R. Ford, had stepped off a 
commercial airliner, unrecognized b\ 
his fellew passengers in his home town 
of Grand Rapids, Mich. There were no 
agents, no aide.', no newsmen, only a 
representative 
of 
the 
organization 
which Ford was to address that night. 
About the only thing that has not 
changed in Jerry Ford’s life style since 
Oct. 12 when President Nixon tapped 
the 13-term House Republican leader as 
his nominee for vice president is his 
regular twice*a-day swim in the heated, 
outdoor pool behind his 19-year-old, two 
story brick home in mburban Ale 
xandria, Va. 
Ford now has an average of eight 
Secret Service agents with him when 
he travels. They operate, tor the time 
being, out a house trailer parked on 
the street in from 01 his home. 
The vice president-designate was gi- 
ven a converted Air Force cargo plane 
parly last week when a group ol news 
men accompanied him on a flight to 
Logan, Utah, to visit his soil, Jack, a 
senior studying forestry at Utah State 
University, and then on to Portland, 
Ore , for a speech. 
But the New York trip, coordinated 
Ly a White House advance man in New 
York and another traveling with Ford, 
was made in a more luxurious Air 
Force plane, Up until he made tiie trip 
to New York to pinch-hit tor Nixon at 
the Al Smith dinner, there were no 
White House coordinating men with 
ford and the results quite olten ended 
m confusion. 
Until ford it confirmed, and that 
could b* a month or five we kf away, 


he is expected to be in great demand 
tor speechmaking and public appear­ 
ances because he is potentially the 
first man in the Republic’s history to 
be made vice president by Congress. 
Ford did not start giving serious 
thoueht to his confirmation hearings 
—neither the Senate nor House com­ 
mittees have set dates as yet —until 
this past weekend, which was tree ot 
speaking engagements. 
Aside from trying to anticipate com 
mittee questions, his aides were pre­ 
paring to use the auto manufacturer’s 
slogan to answer congressional 
in­ 
quiries into Ford’s background —“ the 
closer you look at us, the better we 
look to you.” 
Ford is not noted for his sense of 
humor. In fact, some recent editorials 
have pointedly described him as dull, 
mediocre and colorless. He recalled 
some of those barbs for the newsmen 
who went with him to Utah to visit his 
son. 
“ I know they say I’m dull and have 
no charisma,” he said. "My only an­ 
swer to that is that I’d rather be dull 
and sincere than have c harisma and be 
phony.” 
He has alsu spiced what otherwise 
would have been routine speeches in 
pre-nomination days with some "For­ 
disms” drawn from his experiences 
He got a big laugh from a Portland 
audience when he related how the 
prior evening he had been met at the 
airport in Utah by close, long-time 
friends, Mr and Mrs. James Brown, 
who took him and his entire traveling 
party to a reception in their home. 
A large crowd of neighbors and 
friends greeted Ford on the Brown’s 
front lawn. He was making his wav 
through the group shaking hands when 
he came across a tall bearded youth 
with long hair whom he did not recog­ 
nize, He stuck out his hand and a^ked, 
“ How are you, young 
man?” The 
youth replied, "I'm fine Pad.” 
Ford never got along well with for 
mer President Johnson, not just be 
cause of differing politics but because 
lohnson had little regard tui Ford’ 
ability. 


The Army after Vietnam 
Critics may be salvation

— It proved nothing 
more than intellectual exag­ 
geration but for a while at 
the turn of this decade there 
was considerable concern and 
discussion about the possi­ 
bility of the military taking 
over the country. 
The thesis was 
that 
an 
Army frustrated b\ failures 
in 
Vietnam, 
frightened 
by 
critics in Congress and ang­ 
ered by changing public prio­ 
rities would recoup prestige 
in a 
conspiratoral 
alliance 
with an administration having 
much the same problems. 
One theory was that street 
demonstrations 
during 
the 
election of 1972 would allow 
the government to declare 
martial 
law, voting 
booths 
would be shut down and the 
generals would then destroy 
the United States in order to 
save her. 
Actually, 
the 
idea 
never 
had 
much 
merit. Oh, 
say 
wags, 
the 
military7 
brass 
might try to take over the 
country but they are such a 
bumbling lot they would get 
tied up in Washington traffic. 
So go at least two opinions 
of U. S. military leaders: that 
they are zealous enough to 
t r y a n y t h i n g and dumb 
enough to fail. As generalities 
the images are excessive but 
as with much outlandish hy­ 
perbole, there is some truth 
here. In this case the truth is 
vitally important, because as 
the Army of 1973 wobbles and 
waivers at its sentry posts it 
i s b e c o m i n g increasingly 
clear that most of its prob­ 
lems are the fault of its offi­ 
cers. 
Officers responsibilities 
The charge may seem un­ 
fair but not according to al­ 
most universal military phi­ 
losophy. 
Lesson 
No. 
1 
in 
Army 
leadership school 
is 
that officers are "responsible 
cor all that their men do or 
fail to do.* Thus, every Army 
failure, 
from 
My 
Lai 
to 
scuffed boots, rests ultimately 
on the shoulders of command. 
Those shoulders, say many 
critics, including many offi­ 
cers themselves, have become 
unfortunately reluctant in re­ 
cent years. 
Says one Army major, vet­ 
eran of two Vietnam tours: "I 
suppose it started in Vietnam. 
The officers just lost control. 
If every 
commander 
over 
there would have passed the 
word that atrocities would not 
be permitted, that murderers 
would be prosecuted, we’d not 
have had the helicopter gun- 
ers firing gleefully into the 


civilian populations. 
Bat ex­ 
cept for a fewf commanders, 
the word was not passed. In 
fact, a lot of officers encou­ 
raged such stuff. I remember 
one story about a major who 
offered a bottle ot whiskey tor 
the first man with a severed 
enemy head.” 
Unfortunately, this abdica­ 
tion of leadership responsibil­ 
ity has followed 
the Army 
back into peacetime. The re­ 
sult 
is 
that, 
according 
to 
many observers. Army mo­ 
rale and troop control border 
the crisis stage. Officers, con­ 
fused or even frightened by 
their bold rank-and-file, leave 
the training to the sergeants. 
Dialogue between 
officers 
and men, alleged by the mi­ 
litary to be on the rise, is ac­ 
tually' decreasing. At the end 
of the work day the officers 
rush off post, says one colo­ 
nel, "Like the factory whistle 
has blown. Some of these S-to- 
5 guys, 1 swear, arrange their 
days so they never have to 
see their troops at all.” 
To some extent, perhaps, 
the 
lack 
of 
leadership 
is 
sy mptomatic in the Army. In 
dividuals can’t be blamed for 
their faults, because the sys­ 
tem 
almost 
demands 
the 
faults. 
One Army critic, former 
Col. David Hackworth. one ol 
the most decorated soldiers in 


U . S. history, puts it this 
w a y : 
"Army bureaucracy 
with its globbledegook lang­ 
uage, enslaving red tape, ri­ 
gid rules and plodding prac­ 
tices protects the dim, but 
destroys 
bold 
action.” 
He 
means that even if a leader 
wants to lead, often he can­ 
not. 
No leaders 
The problem, as Hackworth 
sees it. is that military offi­ 
cers are not encouraged to be 
leaders so much as career­ 
ists. Thus rather than mess 
with the personalities in their 
commands —the human moti­ 
vations and personal atten­ 
tions that higherups will not 
notice —an officer learns to, 
say* Hackworth. walk around 
like a Christmas tree, look 
good rather than be good, ap­ 
pear alert even if he’s "going 
to the latrine,” laughs at the 
general’s jokes, conform to the 
general’s codes, and, when 
things do go wrong, "have a 
subordinate ready for sacr­ 
ifice.” 
Such 
officers 
ate 
called 
ticket punchers, and though 
the tormula is not foolprool, it 
is probably a quicker road to 
rank than individualism or 
wave-making. 
“1 was an artillery ofiicer 
in Holland, ’ says one lieute­ 


nant who early learned the 
military aversion to indivi­ 
dualism 
and 
wave-making. 
“ We had 
nuclear weapons 
and this other officer and I 
decided that war security was 
just not up to snuff. We told 
the captain and he told us to 
torget it. Waves. So we forgot 
it. A few months later we got 
a base alert that Palestine 
guerrillas were in the area. 
Later they found a cache of 
plastic explosives near the 
base. Actually, 1 think the 
Arabs could bust into the 
place if they wanted; but I 
was told to forget it.” 
Become generals 


Eventually, 
according 
to 
critics, those who do conform, 
or forget it, become general 
officers where they are final­ 
ly in a position to act their 
own minds. Sadly, by that 
time they may be too broken I 
to work wonders. Gen. James 
Vaught, chief of staff here at 
Fort 
Bragg, 
was 
recently 
asked what the Army should 
be doing to beef up its recrui­ 
tment and 
solve 
discipline 
problems. He preferred in ! 
stead to talk alxmt loftier I 
matters: 
‘When I was a young en­ 
listed man I kind of thought 
I’d become a general some 
day. Back then I knew that 
generals had personal aides. 
Now. when ! become a gener­ 
al, Congress takes my aide 
away from me.” 
(Congress 
has ordered the military to 
reduce 75 per cent the num­ 
ber of personal orderlies to 
general 
officers). 
"1 
think 
this is a breech of contract. 
This means about S3,000 a 
year for me. It’s all right for 
me to fight three wars and 
break my back in one of 
them but 1 can’t expect my 
aide in peacetime.” 
Army times are tough. I he 
military image is lousy. Re­ 
cruitment is critically short. 
The very defense of the na­ 
tion is open to debate. And 
this general 
worries 
about 
this bootblack. 
But for all the Arm\ offi­ 
cers who fret over pettiness 
and stay alert only to the 
challenge 
of 
bureaucratic 
maneuverability, there are at 
least equal numbers ot others 
of a different and more en­ 
couraging stripe. True, many 
of the very good young ones 
have gotten out (during one 
18-month period 33 top West 
P o i n t graduates 
quit the 
Army, mostly in disgust), but 
others have stayed to, as one 
major says, “ bend, (old or 
mutilate.” 
The other officers have al- 
wavs been around, of course. 


But 
Vietnam 
and 
current 
events may have jolted them 
more into action and resolve. 
A year tgo. when Gen. Wil- 
1 i a m 
Westmoreland 
was 
Army chief of staff, top brass 
were pleased to see younger 
o f f i c e r s 
p i n n i n g 
up 
“ G.R.O.W" posters on milita­ 
ry bases. The smiles faded 
only when the letters were ex­ 
plained: "Get Rid ol West­ 
moreland." The officer revo­ 
lution had arrived. 
If 
the 
young ones keep their cheek, 
ther’s hope tor the Army yet.

Padres acquire Willie 
Rangers get Ferguson 
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When John Arrambide was an all- 
conference tailback for the Whittier 
College Poets back in the 1930s, Chief 
Newman was the coach, and Richard 
Nixon was a third team end. 
“ He didn’t get to play at all,” Ar­ 
rambide recalls. I don’t ever remem­ 
ber him being in a ball game. But I 
remember him in practice. He was 
tough. You’d run over him and he 
would bounce right back up again.” 
Almost 40 years later Nixon is the 
most famous third string end in histo­ 
ry, and Arrambide is getting ready to 
retire after 27 years as coach and ath­ 
letic director at Mt. San Antonio Col­ 
lege. He’ll say goodbye next spring. 
Arrambide has run into the Presi­ 
dent a couple of times since football 
days at Whittier College. Congressman 
Nixon dedicated MSAC’s first athletic 
facility, Memorial Stadium, in 1947, 
and Arrambide was among those hon­ 
oring President-elect Nixon at a reu­ 
nion in 1968 at Anaheim Convention 
Center. 


“We presented him with the old 
bench he sat on as a sub,” Arrambide 
chuckled. 
A great many changes have taken 
place in athletics generally and at 
MSAC specifically since John joined 
the college in 1947, a year after it 
opened. 
He has witnessed the transformation 
of the facility from a converted Navy 
Hospital to the largest community col­ 
lege in the valley with an enrollment 
of almost 10,000 day students.

Arrambide’s coaching record for win­ 
ning championships has not been mat­ 
ched at MSAC.

Arrambide says the grea­ 
test change in athletics since 
he began his career is the 
trend towards specializiation. 
“ Good athletes use to play 
two or three sports in high 
and college,” he pointed out. 
“ Now most of them pick their 
sport in high school and work 
on it In a way it’s an im­ 
provement, but it’s also iuo 
bad. 
“ Athletes come out of high 
school so much better pre­ 
pared in the basic skills than 
they did.” 
Arrambide has also seen 
the transformation oi physical 


education in college from a 
mandatory subject for all stu­ 
dents to an elective. 
“ It’s up to local districts to 
make it mandatory or not,” 
Arrambide explained. 
“ But 
we’ve introduced a number of 
new courses—bowling, back­ 
packing, skiing and co-ed self- 
defense—which seem to have 
drawn the interest of stu­ 
dents. 
“ If we lose students be­ 
cause of the law, we expect 
to gain that number back 
with the new courses.”

delaying suit 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) —A 
San 
Marino 
teacher, 
who 
charged Gov. Ronald Reagan 
in a lawsuit with misusing 
public funds to promote his 
tax initiative, Thursday ac­ 
cused the governor of trying 
to delay the court action until 
after the Nov. 6 election. 
“ This is the same tactic the 
Watergate conspirators used 
to keep their caper from pub­ 
lic scrutiny until after last 
year’s national election and it 
is being pulled here in Cali­ 
fornia for the same evil pur­ 
pose,” said Bryan W. Ste­ 
vens. 
Stevens, president of the 
California Teachers Associa­ 
tion and a San Marino high 
school instructor, told a new^s 
c o n f e r e n c e Reagan was 
“ launching legal maneuvers 
aimed at burying (his suit) 
until after the election.” 
Stevens filed the suit Sept. 
11 in Superior Court charging 
Reagan and 18 other defen­ 
dants conspired and misused 
$161,318 
in 
state 
funds to 
structure and publicize the 
tax initiative. 
Stevens said Attorney Gen­ 
eral Evelle J. Younger had 
asked the court that the suit 
be delayed. That motion will 
be heard Friday. 
A spokesman for the gover­ 
nor said, “ It’s a phony suit. 
I’d just as soon see what hap­ 
pens Friday before comment­ 
ing at all.” 
Marino also said Reagan 
had been served with a notice 
of deposition to be taken Nov. 
2 in the Los Angeles office of 
his attorneys. 
“ When we get the governor 
under oath on Nov. 2 the 
whole sordid story of how he

sent to the White House a bill 
aimed at protecting children 
from poisoning by lead-based 
paint. 
The House. b> voice vute, 
completed congressional ac­ 
tion on the bill Wednesday. It 
authorizes spending $125 mil­ 
lion over two years to detect 
dwellings with peeling lead- 
based paint, to eliminate the 
hazard and for research into 
improved paints. 
During hearings on the leg­ 
islation, the House and Senate 
heard witnesses testify that 
many children had died and 
others had suffered perma­ 
nent brain damage from eat­ 
ing lead-based paint off walls 
of h o u s e s or buildings.

pamt also is hazardous, wit­ 
nesses said.

Soviet Union has narrowed

closed the “ farm 
gap’’—the wide gap between 
the productivity of Russian 
and American agriculture—an 
Agriculture

port indicates. 
A study by department spe­ 
cialists on Soviet affairs says 
that although Soviet produc­ 
tivity has improved in recent 
years, the total dollar value 
of Russian farm production 
remains only about 80 per 
cent of the U.S. level. 
The American advantage is 
n o t 
based 
on 
size. 
The 
U.S.S.R. has 40 to 45 per cent 
more cultivated land than the 
United States. But this advan­ 
tage. agriculture experts said, 


is canceled by factors includ­ 
ing climate and the heavy 
U.S. lead in agricultural re­ 
sources such as farm mach­ 
inery and equipment. 
For example, the report 
says the Soviet grain area is 
about double the U.S. total. 
But most Soviet grain lands 
lie farther north than those in 
t h e 
United 
States, 
which 
means production is riskier 
and the Russians must con­ 
centrate on relatively 
low- 
yielding 
crops 
like 
wheat 
r a t h e r than high-yielding 
crops like corn. 
As a result, total grain pro­ 
duction in the United States 
currently 
is 
estimated 
at 
about 20 per cent above the 
Russian total. That estimate 


probably understates the U.S. 
lead experts 
say. 
because 
Russian grain production re­ 
ports are on a gross weight 
basis which includes a good 
deal of moisture and unusable 
waste. 
Soviet 
grain 
yields 
per 
acre, even in gross weight 
terms, average less than half 
of those in the United States. 
The report said that in con­ 
trast to the American system 
of farming for profit, nearly 
all Soviet land is socialized 
and operated under a central 
state plan. The central plan­ 
ners. in recent years, have 
been offering capitalist-style 
incentives 
including

prices for farm products. But 
Agriculture Secretary* Earl L. 


Butz frequently cites the pro­ 
fit motive in U.S. agriculture 
as

Among other comparisons 
cited in the report by Flet­ 
cher 
Pope. 
Jr., 
Valentine 
Zabijaka and William Rag­ 
sdale. were: 
—Roughly a third of the So­ 
viet Union’s labor force is 
employed in agriculture. In 
the United States, only about 
1 per cent of the work force 
is on farms, though many 
more are employed in agr­ 
iculture-related jobs off the 
farm. 
—Because the United States 
uses more technology in agr­ 
iculture. each farm worker in 
this countrv feeds close to 60 


persons, while each Soviet 
farm worker supplies only 7 
people. 
—Despite sharp gains in re­ 
cent years, the Soviets claim 
less than half as many trac­ 
tors and trucks on farms as 
the United States, although 
they have only a 10 per cent 
gap in combines. Soviet fig­ 
ures show one tractor for 
each 250 acres of cropland 
compared with one for each 
66 acres in the United States. 
—The Soviet Union outpro­ 
duces the United States, in 
milk, wool and mutton. But 
the amount of beef and pork 
produced for each unit of li­ 
vestock raised comes to only 
about two thirds the U.S.
